1 . I am managing director of Schock Metallwerk GmbH of Urbach, Germany. 

2. I am the inventor of the subject matter claimed in above-referenced U.S. patent 
application, and the application was filed naming me as the inventor.

To the extent that some of the embodiments illustrated in the German design 
application were the joint work of myself and others, the other persons involved were 
merely working under my direction. 

5. I have reviewed the May 31, 2007 Office Action received from the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office Examiner in connection with my above-referenced U.S. patent 
application no. 10/754,460. The subject matter shown in the German design application 
no. 4 02 08 286.9 and relied on by the U.S. Examiner in rejecting the claims of my U.S. 
patent application was my work and/or the work of others merely working under my 
direction, and as such is not the invention of another.
